SUBJECT: Property Issues Tabulation 


1. In view of the efforts being made to improve the quality of reports as 
a prerequisite to establishment of a oost accounting system it seems appropriate 
to point out difficulty encountered by this Office in using the subject run for 
the liquidation of property obligations. The difficulty is oaused by the lack 
of the station code numbers which, it is understood, is due to the lack of 
sufficient columns on the punch card as presently set up.
